Local mother and 
daughter rescued 
from US wildfire

The wildfires were on the mountains just behind 
the housing estate at Sycamore Creek. 


A BARRY mother 
and daughter were 
evacuated from a 
housing estate in 
America last week 
with a raging 
wildfire just a few 
hundred yards 
away. 

Emma Joyce (40) and 
her daughter Maddie 
(11) were on a holiday 
visit to their friends 
Matt and Ceri Dowsett 
who moved to southern 
California from the 
Newport area three 
years ago. 

Emma told The 
GEM: “Matt and Ceri 
live in Sycamore Creek, 
Corona and the fire 
spread to the canyon 
directly behind 
Sycamore Creek. 

“It was called ‘the 
holy fire’ and burned 
through the canyons 
between Orange County 
and Riverside County. 

“Apart from the 
immediate danger of the 
fire, one of our biggest 
concerns was the air 
quality because it was 
raining ash. Ceri and 
Maddie developed 
coughs as breathing 
became more difficult.” 

Emma, Maddie and 


the Dowsett family 
packed emergency cases 
with essential 
belongings a couple of 
days prior to the 
compulsory evacuation. 

When the instruction 
to leave the area came, 
they relocated to a hotel 
- and safety - about 50 
miles away from the 
fire. 

Emma added: “The 
emergency services did 
a fantastic job both 
fighting the fire day and 
night and putting 
themselves at risk to 
save people’s lives and 
properties.” 

Fortunately, there is a 
huge quarry behind Matt 
and Ceri’s house which 
protected the local estate 
from the fire. 

The blaze was 
contained on the 
mountain and over 
weekend people were 
allowed to return to 
their homes. 

This week residents 
were starting to clean up 
their properties after 
they were covered in 
ash and the pink fire 
retardant which was 
dropped by aeroplanes.

Traffic noise 
and noisy

F urther to 

the letters 
from Mike 
Piper, Kevin Lewis 
and Anthony Atkins 
in recent editions of 
The GEM on the 
above subject, they 
should try living 
next to the B4265 
Llantwit Major 
bypass (especially 
on a sunny 
weekend or week 
day evening). 

Back in November 
2010, 104 people from 
some of the 132 houses 
which border the bypass 
signed a petition in an 
aim to get the authorities 
to implement measures 
to reduce traffic noise on 
the bypass. 

The Vale Council 
absolved themselves 
from any involvement as 
the issue was considered 
to be traffic speed which 
was the culprit, and was 
a police matter. 

Since that time, the 
police have failed any 
proactive undertaking 
and have ignored 
requests for information 
as to how many vehicles 
have been stopped for 
exceeding the speed 
limit or charged with 
having excessively noisy 
exhausts on their

vehicles while travelling 
this road.

JUDITH Dutton, 
sometime GEM 
rugby 

photographer, and 
campaigner and 
fundraiser for 
brain injury 
awareness, gave 
The GEM one of 
its biggest stories 
of 2017. 

Readers may recall 
how Judith, who lives 
in Barry and who 
suffered a brain 
haemorrhage six years 
ago, told the world 
about her son. 

Leighton, in his early 
30s, had been diagnosed 
in January 2017 with a 
brain tumour. 

Things were not 
looking good, but just 
before Christmas, he 
and his family received 
the news that turned 
Christmas back into a 
happy occasion: the 
tumour had responded 
to treatment and had 
decreased in size. 


Leighton still 
requires check ups, and 
as for Judith... 

She is going from a 
starring role in The 
GEM to featuring on 
BBC TV’s The One 
Show next Tuesday, this 
time being immortalised 
on canvas. 

Judith has joined an 
art group called the 
Silver Sketchers. 

The group is an 
initiative from the 
Silverlining Charity - 
which works with 
people that have had 
brain injuries - and 
Beth Morris Workshops, 
and its recent exhibition 
was held at Insole Court 
in Llandaff. 

Judith and another 
member of the Silver 
Sketchers will see their 


portraits - by acclaimed 
oil painter Adebanji 
Alade - revealed in a 
filmed segment on The 
One Show, which airs at 
7pm on Tuesday, 

August 21. 

The portraits by Mr 
Alade, Vice President of 
the Royal Institute of 
Oil Painters, are strictly 
under wraps until next 
week and their 
unveiling on the prime¬ 
time television 
programme.

Welsh Water apology 
after Port Road delays

“Our team have been working hard 
to complete the repair, which was in a 
challenging location, however this is 
now complete and the road will be 
fully reinstated by later this afternoon. 

“We would like to apologise to 
customers for any inconvenience that 
may have been caused and thank them 
for bearing with us.”

TWELVE walkers joined 
Joy and Biddy the dog at 
Cosmeston Country Park 
on a beautiful sunny 
evening and setting off 
across the main car park; 
and crossing Lavernock 
Road, they joined 
Searchlight Lane heading 
south towards the coast. 

Making their way down 
through a field of maize, the views 
out across the Bristol Channel 
were stunning with Flat Holm, 
Weston-Super-Mare and Brean 
Down bathed in sunlight as they 
joined part of the Wales Coast 
Path. 

Heading westwards towards 
Lavernock Point, gazing 
backwards above Ranny Bay they 
enjoyed brilliant views towards 
Cardiff Bay, Penarth Esplanade 
and Pier with St Augustine’s 
Church proudly sitting on the 


hilltop above and right up to the 
Severn Bridge. 

Arriving at the pretty 12th 
century St Lawrence Church a 
quick pause to remember the fact 
that from the beach below on May 
13, 1897, Marconi along with his 
pal George Kemp transmitted the 
first wireless signals across open 
sea to Flat Holm. 

Fort Road led them inland past 
the Marconi Holiday Village and 
into the Lavernock Nature 
Reserve, cared for by volunteers 
and, making their way through the 
centre of the reserve there were 
grand views across St Mary’s Well 
Bay to Sully Island. 

A footbridge brought them to 
cropped fields gleaming in the 
sunshine and out onto St Mary’s 
Well Bay Road for the trek down 
to Swanbridge, where people were 
in the beer garden of The 
Captain’s Wife soaking up the 
ambience. 

Following quiet roads up to 


Home Farm and making their way 
through long grass, and passing 
the listed 19th century stone barn 
and a smelly dung heap, they 
crossed fields towards the 
medieval village in Cosmeston 
before moving on to view the new 
sculpture. 

After admiring the striking 12 
foot high creative artwork by 
Chris Wood - with ideas for its 
construction from pupils at 
Oakfield Primary School - and 
carved from oak, the boardwalk 
led them back to their start. 

Some good news for walkers: 
the Wales Coast Path between the 
western disused Rhoose quarry 
and Fontygary has been re-opened 
following a considerable amount 
of work being carried out, but for 
dog owners just beware that when 
the cliffs crumbled they took the 
hedge with them, so there is a gap 
on the edge of the cliff that at 
present has not been fenced off.

Here is just one of 
their poignant stories. 

Tribute to the fallen 
by Barry Male 
Voice Choir 

Visits by Barry Male 
Voice Choir to the World 
War One battlefields of 
the Western Front in 
2014 and 2017 have left 
long lasting impressions 
on choristers and 
supporters alike. Last 
year The Welsh National 
Memorial at Langemark 
was the site of a touching 
service in which wreaths 
were laid and the strains 
of ‘Tydi a Roddaist’ and 
‘Hen Wlad Fy Nhadau’ 
rose into a cloudless blue 
sky above the silent 
surroundings of gentle 
rolling farmland, which a 
hundred years ago was a 
terrifying bloodbath. 

Nearby a plaque 
marking the place where 
the Welsh bard Hedd 
Wyn (meaning Shining 
Peace) was killed on July 
31,1917 - the first day of 
the Battle of 
Passchendaele. Six 
weeks later he was 
posthumously awarded 
the poetry prize at the 
National Eisteddfod held 
in Birkenhead. 

The magnificent 
Menin Gate at Ypres was 
the final engagement for 
the choir. Thousands of 
spectators shared the 
moving commemoration 
service in which Last 
Post rang out and the 
Barry Male Voice Choir 
sang ‘Bring Him Home’ 
from Les Miserables. 

Party members 

Martyn and Louise Todd 
provided a fitting 
summary of the visit: 
“Our aim was to pay a 
choral tribute to honour 
the fallen on distant 
battlefields in music and 


verse. One hundred years 
on thousands and 
thousands of lives lost 
and many stories left 
untold.” 

A visit to Vignacourt 
British Cemetery near 
Amiens in 2014 was a 
very personal experience 
for chorister John 
She wring. John was the 
first member of his 
family to visit the grave 
of his great uncle James 
Leay, once of George 
Street, Barry Dock. 

Leay had emigrated to 
Australia in search of a 
new life where in 1915 
he joined the 17 th 
Battalion of the 
Australian Infantry. He 
returned to Europe via 
Egypt and Gallipoli. 

The Australians 
played a vital part in the 
defence of Amiens and 
then in the 100-day 
offensive that led to the 
end of the war. Leay was 
hit by shrapnel on August 
9, 1918, the second day 
of the Battle of Amiens. 

He died of his wounds 
aged 23 on August 17, 
less than three months 
before the war ended. 
James Leay’s name is 
commemorated on the 
Australian National 
Memorial in Canberra 
and at the Memorial Hall, 
Barry. 

The Royal Welch 
Fusiliers were a highly 
poetic regiment and 
included Robert Graves, 
Siegfried Sassoon and 
David Jones. 

“We found the little 
captain at the head. His 
men were well aligned. 
We touched his hand 
stone cold and he was 
dead and they all dead 
behind 

Had never reached their 
goal but they died well. 
They charged in line 
And in the same line 
fell.” 

From The Dead 
Foxhunter by Robert 
Graves. 

Such a beautiful story 
which I will certainly be 
thinking about when I 
listen to them sing on 
September 22.

THE London Mint 
Office (LMO) made 
a special donation 
to Porthcawl 
Museum on August 
11 to mark the 
area’s strong links 
with Op Chastise - 
the famous Dams 
Raid - which took 
place 75 years ago 
in May 1943. 

A spokesperson said: 
“The LMO prides itself 
on putting history into 
the hands of its 
customers, and it did just 
that when its resident 
Historian and Cultural 
Ambassador, Justin 
Robinson, presented the 
museum with a special 
commemorative 
Operation Chastise 
Mission Pack and a 
limited-edition £1 coin. 

The pack contains 
accurate replicas of the 
blueprints, photographs, 
maps, plans, and other 
documents that were 
used to brief 617 
Squadron for their 
historic night-time 
mission over Nazi 
Germany. These will be 
displayed at the museum 
together with a 
commemorative coin 


struck to mark the 
anniversary. 

The event also 
welcomed Belinda 
Brown, the second 
cousin of one of the 
crew of the Dams Raid, 
Sergeant Gordon Yeo. 
She will be bringing 
along some treasured 
family mementoes to 
honour the Barry man, 
who was the only 
Welshman to take part in 
the mission. 

South Wales has a 
unique connection to the 
daring Dambusters 
Mission, which 
successfully breached 
German dams with a 
new ‘bouncing bomb’ - 
technically a mine - 
codenamed Upkeep. 

No less than 14 of the 
16 aircraft involved in 
the mission included 
crew who had trained at 
RAF St Athan, and RAF 
Stormy Down, near 
Pyle. 

The connections with 
the area go further. 

Wing Commander 
Guy Gibson, who led the 
raid, married Eve Moore 
from Penarth. 

Mr Robinson said: 
“Gordon Yeo was bom 
in Barry in 1922, and 
joined the fledgling 617 


Sqn as a gunner. He was, 
at 20, the youngest 
member of the crew that 
successfully breached 
the Mohne Dam. Their 
actions under heavy fire 
caused catastrophic 
flooding in the region 
and major dismption to 
the Nazi war machine.” 

All seven crew 
members lost their lives 
when their Lancaster 
aircraft was shot down 
over the Dutch coast as 
they tried to return 
home. 

Mr Robinson 
continued: Mr Robinson 
said: “On behalf of The 
London Mint Office, 
we’re delighted to 
present to the museum 
the Dambusters top 
secret mission pack and 
a commemorative one 
pound coin in honour of 
Squadron 617. 

“South Wales had 
very close ties to the 
Dambusters and their 
efforts must not go 
unnoticed as one of the 
great feats in history that 
led our country to 
victory. Squadron 617 
were heroes and it’s 
great to see that still 
today, their work is 
being honoured in their 
local towns.” 

Belinda took the 
opportunity to donate a 
piece of wreckage from 
Sgt Yeo’s Lancaster to 
Paul Joseph, chairman of 
Porthcawl Museum. This 
and a number of other 


fragments had been 
recovered from the crash 
site and passed on to 
Belinda by a Dutch 
museum when she 
visited the crash site. 

A memorial to Sgt 
Yeo’s bomber crew was 
unveiled on May 18 in 
northern Holland, 
marking the raid’s 75th 
anniversary. 

The memorial was 
made using money 
raised by family 
members and local 
people at Castricum aan 
Zee, near to the scene 
where their bomber, AJ- 
A, crashed into the sea 
on their journey home. 

Also in attendance at 
the event was Russ 


Kitely who is the chair 
of the 617 Group based 
in Barry and Penarth. 

The group aims to 
support veterans of HM 
Armed Forces and 
emergency services and 
their families, as well as 
provide education about 
the Armed Forces and 
emergency services to 
the general public, 
especially young people. 

Mr Kitely and other 
members of the group 
have produced a video to 
mark the 75 anniversary 
of the Dambusters raid 
which he shared with 
guests before the 
presentation 

Justin Robinson said: 
“The London Mint 


Office is delighted to 
present this 
commemorative pack 
and coin to the Museum 
to pay tribute to Gordon 
Yeo’s bravery in 
volunteering for one of 
the most dangerous 
missions of the war, and 
to remember South 
Wales’ close ties to the 
Dambusters. 

Rob Taylor, of 
Porthcawl Museum said: 
“The Op Chastise pack 
will enhance the small 
exhibition that Porthcawl 


Museum already has to 
the Dambusters as part 
of the RAF 100 display 
on show. 

“The museum is in 
the process of obtaining 
an authentic RAF hut to 
make a permanent RAF 
exhibition in the grounds 
of the museum and this 
pack would then become 
a valued part of that 
project.” 

Belinda Brown said: 
“It’s an honour to be 
invited to talk about my 
second cousin Gordon 


Yeo and the part that he 
played in the 
Dambusters mission. 

“I’ve spent years 
researching his story and 
so it’s wonderful to see 
his memory lives on 
thanks to The London 
Mint Office’s work and 
Porthcawl Museum. As 
part of his tribute, I am 
donating a part of the 
plane wreckage that was 
salvaged to Porthcawl 
Museum.”

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Vale Council manager 
sentenced over 
indecent images 


THE Vale Council has ‘taken 
action’ after a manager in its 
youth offending service was 
sentenced at Cardiff Crown 
Court for possessing indecent 
images. 

Mark Bishop (39) who lives in 
Cardiff, admitted three counts of 
possessing indecent images. Last week 
he was sentenced to eight months in 
prison, suspended for 18 months. 

He was placed under a sexual harm 
prevention order for five years and 
must sign the sex offenders register for 


10 years. 

Following the sentencing, a Vale 
Council spokesperson said: “The 
council has been aware of this situation 
and that Mr Bishop appeared in court 
recently. 

“The council takes offences of this 
type extremely seriously. As soon as 
we became aware of the allegations, 
immediate [undisclosed] action was 
taken. 

“Further action will now be 
considered following the outcome of 
the court case.”

THE Barry Royal Air 
Forces Association (RAFA) 
is celebrating its 80th 
Anniversary with an 
anniversary concerts 
featuring the ABS Choir 
from Steenbergen in the 
Netherlands. 

To mark the occasion, and on 
behalf of the ABS choir, the 
RAFA branch wishes to trace any 
near living relative of Wing 
Commander Guy Gibson or his 
wife, bom Evelyn (“Eve”) 

Moore, of Penarth. She died in 
1988, having remarried and 
moved to South Africa, before 
returning to the UK. 

A spokesperson said: “We are 
especially honoured to receive the 
ABS Choir from Steenbergen in 
The Netherlands to All Saints 
Church, Barry on Friday, 
September 7, and at All Saints 
Church Penarth the following day 
for the concerts. 


On September 19,1944, 

Gibson and his navigator, 
Squadron Leader James Warwick, 
died when their de Havilland 
Mosquito crashed at Steenbergen. 
They are buried in the town’s 
Roman Catholic cemetery. 

Relatives of Warwick are also 
invited to make contact. 

A spokesperson said that the 
concerts will be an opportunity to 
thank the people of Steenbergen 
for their memories, and care and 
attention given to the graves of 
Gibson and Warwick. 

The spokesperson continued: 
“The people of Steenbergen have 
also commissioned several pieces 
of sculpture and memorials from 
the remains of the aircraft and 
wish to share this information 
with the relatives. 

“They would hope to meet up 
with any family member at one of 
the concerts mentioned above.”

The concert on Friday, 
September 7 at All Saints Church, 
Barry will be accompanied by 
Llinos, who is described as a 
“...wonderful young vocalist. 
Saturday’s concert, at All Saints 
Church Penarth, will be 
accompanied by accomplished 
vocalist Lucie.

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Local beach warning 
after clean-up 
group finds syringes 


Bank holiday 
opening for 
Barry Library 


BEACH-goers are 
being warned of the 
dangers of 

discarded needles 
after several were 
found during a 
regular clean-up. 

Five needles were 
discovered on the sand, 
in seaweed and on rocks 
at Ogmore by Sea in the 
Vale last weekend. 

Trevor McGarrigle 
who set up a beach 
cleaning group called 
Volunteer Beach Clean 
seven months ago is 
urging parents to be 
aware of the dangers. 

He said: “It’s not just 
Ogmore beach - we 
recently found a needle 
at Aberthaw beach as 
well. 

“All my volunteers are 
careful when doing a 
beach cleanup. 

“I’m just scared for 
the public in case the 
unthinkable may happen. 
I was shocked to find so 
many in a short period of 


time. 

“Needles are 

dangerous and parents 
should be aware of 
possible dangers at the 
beach.” 

Since starting the 
group, Mr McGarrigle 
and other volunteers 
have collected 111 bags 
of rubbish from beaches. 

A typical beach clean¬ 
up involves picking up 
plastic, glass, fishing 
tackle, fish nets and 
rubber. 

The discarded needles 
at Ogmore by Sea comes 
days after a father-of- 
three said he had found 
drug paraphernalia, 
including needles, just 
inches away from where 
children play in Ogmore 
River in Bridgend. 

Mark Ryan said he 
was with his youngest 
son on a school trip to 
Newbridge Fields when 
he spotted a needle 
poking out of the sand. 

He claims the problem 
has become a regular 


sight in other beauty 
spots in the area due to 
needles floating down 
the river from the town 
centre. 

Mr McGarrigle, who 
described the group’s 
beach cleaning 

volunteers as “amazing” 
for all their work came 
across the needles 
during a clean-up on 
Saturday, August 4. 

Local businesses 
support the group with 
SAS International of 
Bridgend supplying 
personal protective 
equipment and Aberthaw 
power station providing 
free skips and recycling 
the waste. 

A Vale Council 
spokesperson said: “We 
have reported this issue 
to the Vale’s Community 
Safety Team. 

“Ogmore beach is 
privately owned, 

however, we are working 
with the land owner to 
resolve this issue. 

“We would like to 
reassure the public, that 
if the Vale Council 
receives reports 

regarding this, council 
staff will treat this as the 
highest priority, and 
respond and collect when 
reported.”

have in-house stores to see them through, or do 
they? Not if the beekeeper has pursued his/her needs 
instead of those of the bees. 

How much is too much? Well, this is where 
experience comes to the fore, be prepared to ask a 
seasoned beekeeper for some advice or help to avoid 
any problems at a later stage. Remember, bees are 
primarily pollinators, and not providers of honey for 
all and sundry. 

Day length is getting shorter now; the bees are 
well aware of this fact and they will be out foraging 
on every suitable occasion. 

Our winters have been quite mild of late, 
although spring of this year certainly reminded us of 
just what winter can be like. 

Honey bees do not hibernate! Although cold 
conditions will see them become comatose and not 
moving about much, thus reducing their demands on 
their in-house food stores, mild winter weather 
means active bees and active bees will readily 
consume stores. 

So by erring on the side of leaving plenty of 
honey for the bees you will help your bees to survive 
until spring comes along, and the chance to 
replenish their stores from a hoped-for abundance of 
blooms. 

Patience is required; you will get to boast of the 
vast amount of honey your bees have provided for 
you at some time.

New statistics give a picture 
of deaths through drug use 
in the Vale and Bridgend 


DRUG-related deaths have 
risen slightly in Bridgend 
county borough over the 
last three years, reflecting 
a national rise in fatalities 
over the period, while in 
the Vale they have fallen 
slightly. 

Charities have said that most 
deaths from substance abuse are 
avoidable, and warned that drug 
abusers need better care to help 
deal with underlying health 
conditions. 

New figures released by the 
Office for National Statistics 
(ONS) provide local data for 
drug-related deaths in three-year 
periods. 

Between 2015 and 2017, 31 
drug poisoning fatalities were 
registered in Bridgend, at a rate 
of 7.6 in every 100,000 people. 

Of those deaths, 19 were men and 
12 were women. 

Between 2012 and 2014, 28 
drug-related deaths were recorded 
in Bridgend. 

Between 2015 and 2017, 26 
drug poisoning fatalities were 
registered in the Vale, at a rate of 


7.1 in every 100,000 people. Of 
those deaths, 19 were men and 
seven were women. 

Between 2012 and 2014, 30 
drug-related deaths were recorded 
in the Vale. 

ONS health analysis 
statistician Elbe Osborn said: 

“The figures published today 
show that the level of drug 
poisoning deaths in 2017 
remained stable. 

“However, despite deaths from 
most opiates declining or 
remaining steady, deaths from 
fentanyl continued to rise, as did 
cocaine deaths, which increased 
for the sixth consecutive year.” 

Of the 31 drug poisoning 
deaths in Bridgend between 2015 
and 2017, 65 per cent were 
registered as being down to 
misuse, meaning they involved 
illegal drugs or were as a result of 
drug abuse or dependence. 

Of the 26 drug poisoning 
deaths in the Vale between 2015 
and 2017, 20 were registered as 
being down to misuse, meaning 
they involved illegal drugs or 
were as a result of drug abuse or 
dependence. 


Information on the type of 
drugs recorded as being a factor 
in deaths is not released for the 
local authority. 

But figures for the whole of 
England and Wales, where there 
were 3,756 deaths in 2017, show 
that heroine and morphine were 
the most common drugs in drug- 
related deaths. They were 
registered in 1,164 deaths in 2017 
- however, this is down on 2016, 
and the first year-on-year drop 
since 2012. 

Antidepressants, which were a 
factor in 484 deaths, were the 
next biggest killer. There were 
432 cocaine-related deaths, nearly 
four times the level in 2011. 

Karen Tyrell, executive 
director of alcohol and drug 
charity Addaction, said: “The 
truth is that most drug-related 
deaths are preventable. 

“People who use opioids often 
have cumulative physical and 
mental health problems. 

“Most of them have had very 
difficult, often traumatic lives and 
we’re letting them down if we 
don’t give them the best care that 
we can.”

The entire set 
was designed and 
created by the company 
using reclaimed and 
salvaged film-set 
materials, which were 
then made available for 
further re-use. 

They regularly 
employ workers 
registered with local 
employment agencies 


and are also in touch 
with local colleges and 
students who are 
looking to gain 
experience in the 
creative sector. 

Managing director 
Lynn McFarlane said: 
“We aim to provide a 
sustainable hub for 
television and film 
productions, where 
filmmakers can access 
used materials for their 
work, reducing the need 
to build brand new sets. 
Most of the salvaged 
items would have ended 
up in the landfill, but 
they now form part of a 
reclaimed prop house 
for the production 
industry, not only film 
and television but 
theatrical productions, 
events and the interior 
design industry as well. 

“Forward-thinking 
productions are 
engaging with the idea 
of designing with reuse 
in mind; well-known 
productions are 
returning regularly to 
use old sets in new 
ways; this will 
hopefully be one of the 
may greener ways of 
filming in the future.”

With the help of the 
staff of a deep-sea 
research station (among 
them Cliff Curtis, Ruby 
Rose, Rainn Wilson’s 
billionaire bankroller 
and Bingbing Li), 
Taylor’s rescue mission 
inadvertently sets the 
shark free, and they 
must try and contain the 
threat before it reaches 
the population... 

I have a deep love of 
Jason Statham films, his 
work offering up a 
dependable level of fun 
and spectacle without 
ever truly threatening to 
get the grey matter too 
pumped up. 

I also have a deep 
love of shark films, so 
the thought of Statham 
mixing it up with a 
gigantic prehistoric 
shark was my idea of 
heaven - unfortunately, 
the end result is a film 
that is moderately 
entertaining, but doesn’t 
do enough with what it 
has. 

It’s primarily the cast 


that knocks this above 
the level of ‘ straight-to- 
DVD’, making it, in 
theory, a step above the 
‘vaunted’ likes of the 
Sharknado series and 
those in the Mega Shark 
vs ... series; but 
ultimately all the cast 
do is sprinkle a little 
more fairy dust on what 
is a rather perfunctory 
piece of work. 

It’s a film that could 
either embrace the 
ludicrousness of it all, 
or tackle it with a 
straight face like a 
super-size Jaws - it 
ends up falling between 
the two stools, and 
that’s primarily its 
downfall: it tries to 
balance emotional 
weight and silliness, 
and ends up struggling 
with both. 

Director Jon 
Turteltaub is a seasoned 
blockbuster director and 
he does a decent job of 
what he has to do, the 
film’s effects looking 
pretty solid and the 


carnage and spectacle 
well marshalled, with 
even the odd smart little 
jump scare thrown in 
for good measure. 

It’s hard to tackle any 
size of shark on film 
without calling back to 
the daddy of them all, 
Jaws, and certainly 
Turteltaub does a more 
than passable Spielberg; 
but the aim is popcorn 
thrills rather than 
visceral chills and this 
he does perfectly well. 

Of course the big star 
is the shark, and while 
wholly CGI, The Meg 
makes for a decent foe 
for our human cast, who 
aren’t, it’s sad to say, a 
particularly impressive 
bunch. 

Statham, as ever, is 
stoically dependable (or 
wooden as hell 
depending on your 
view), and takes great 
delight in chewing one- 
liners like his life 
depends on it, while the 
likes of Cliff Curtis and 
Ruby Rose are fairly 


decent. 

Given how much 
financial backing has 
come from China, the 
likes of Bingbing Li, 
Winston Chao and 
Shuya Sophia Cai do 
feel a bit shoehomed in, 
but do as well as they 
can when English is 
obviously not their 
favoured tongue, while 
Rainn Wilson’s 
billionaire and Page 
Kennedy’s DJ, 
supposedly the comic 
relief, are more miss 
than hit. 

What hampers the 
film most is that the 
characters are never 
really developed any 
more than when we first 
meet them - we only 
care for them as much 
as we care for the actor 
portraying them, and 
the lack of change as 
the story progresses 
means you can never 
feel too emotionally 
invested in any of them. 

A film can only 
survive on spectacle so

much when it’s without 
an emotional hook, and 
the film’s rather by-the- 
numbers plotting (shark 
attacks, people get 
eaten, repeat) gets a 
little bit dull. 

Also Turteltaub never 
really conveys the scale

Cllr John Thomas said: “The 
breakfast was supplied by Cobbles 
Deli in Ogmore, which is just one 
example of a business that is 
thriving after support from our 
bursary scheme. 

“The council’s Economic 
Development team works closely 
with Business Wales and other 
partners to deliver the best 
package of support we can, 
focusing particularly on 


supporting the start-up sector and 
social enterprises. 

“There will be less funding and 
fewer grants for business support 
services post-Brexit so it is vital 
we all work closely to overcome 
these challenges. 

“Our Rural Development team, 
Creative Rural Communities, is 
currently piloting projects around 
commercial uses of redundant 
buildings and new co-working 
space. Projects like this could 
enable rural areas to maximise the 
benefits of City deal, which will 
provide investment of around 
£600 million.

Refugees to 
be housed 
in Penarth 


Local couple 
get married 
at St Illtud’s 


A family of Syrian 
refugees could be 
calling Penarth 
their new home as 
early as next month. 

Volunteer group 
Croeso Penarth has said a 
family who have fled 
from the war-torn 
country has been selected 
to move to the town. 

The Home Office is 
now making 

arrangements for the 
family to travel to 
Penarth from a refugee 
camp in Lebanon, where 
they have suffered “truly 
awful conditions for 
years,” the group has 
said. 

Amy Da Silva, from 
Croeso Penarth, said: 
“It’s very easy to look at 
the situation (in Syria) 
and think it’s a problem 
that can’t be solved 
because it’s so huge. But 
this is something which 
gives people in our 
community the 

opportunity to feel like 
they are making a 
difference.” 

Croeso Penarth says it 
is preparing the house for 
the family to live in. The 
group is appealing for 
donations of an electric 
cooker, washing 

machine, sofa, coffee and 
bedside tables, a double 
bed and storage units. 

Amy said Croeso 
Penarth will help the 
family integrate, such as 


by providing English 
lessons, and that the town 
will be a welcoming 
community for them. 

She added: “We have 
had a really positive 
response from the 
community. Everyone 
has been really excited to 
hear the news. We’ve had 
a really positive reaction 
from everybody.” 

The family will be 
resettled in Penarth in a 
community resettlement 
scheme run by the United 
Nations and the Home 
Office. 

The Vale Council, 
which approved Croeso 
Penarth’s resettlement 
scheme in May, has also 
taken in other Syrian 
refugee families to the 
region. 

In 2016/17 - the first 
year of the scheme - four 
Syrian refugee families 
were resettled in the 
Vale, including nine 
adults and 10 children. 

The council had 
planed to resettle four 
families in 2017/18 but 
only two - four adults 
and six children - were 
actually brought to the 
area. 

An additional two 
families have been 
resettled since then - one 
in June and the other in 
July.

Taking a look 
back to 1980... 


BRIAN LEE, who has been 
reporting on the Welsh hunt¬ 
racing scene for the national 
and local press for more than 
half-a-century this week, with 
the help of his many press 
cutting books, takes a trip back 
in time to 1980. 

Housewife has easy victory read the 
headlines when I reported that: 
'Llancarfan's steeplechasing mum, 
Mary Williams scored an easy win in 
the ladies' open race at the 
Carmarthenshire Hunt Steeplechases 
on Saturday.' 

'Riding Nat Gibson's 10-year-old 
bay gelding Beige Prince, the 35-year- 
old mother of two, made nearly all the 
running to win by 15 lengths from the 
grey Druid,with ACW a neck away in 
third place.' 

Incidentally, Mary had chalked-up 
her first winner on Trunks at the 
Glamorgan Hunt races 10 years earlier. 

'The Monmouthshire mare, Lady 
Pen, partnered by Andrew 
James,landed a gamble in the men's 
open event. Backed from 20-1 to 4-1, 
Lady Pen came home eight lengths 
clear of Davin Moor.' 

'Gwent rider Roscombe Jones 
chalked-up his first winner when 
riding his mother's Lord Belvedore to a 
15 lengths win in the restricted open 
race. 

Rosecombe ,aged 18, a self- 
employed agricultural contractor, only 
started riding last year. 

Cowbridge's John Llewellyn took
